1 . Claims 5-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the allowance of the claims is a seat ring assembly having the combination of 
a seat part member having an annular groove with an annular insert member having a 
valve body fitting annular groove and having a step being continuous except for 
opposing first valve stem openings that accept a valve stem and having a downstream 
outside diameter that is smaller than an upstream outside diameter with a locking 
projection on the annular insert interior circumferential surface.
